Although the remittances to the South for the

movement or the cotton crop nave fairly begun, and
although the grain of the West la coming sieadily to
Eastern ports, the money market during tho week
was easy at all rates below the legal figure. The
extreme range on call loans was from four to seven
per cent, the former being the exception only on
pledge of government collaterals. Despite this case
there is a very unsettled feeling In the street, reflected
more particularly In the discounting of business
paper, which Is negotiable outside of tho banks
only at extreme rales as compared with the
figure on call loans. The banks are doing a
good deal for their regular customers, the late panic
In the mock market warning them against the great
risk of stook loans, the old proverb being verified,
that the greater the interest the greater the risk. It is
difficult to fancy why capitalists and money lenders
¦till retain their preference for employing their
funds on call at rates so fur below tho» at which
they can purchase first class mercantile paper. The
money lenders who frequent Wall street are infatu¬
ated with the plan of lending their money from day
to day, on stocks, often obtaining at this time only
five per cent lor its use. There seems to be a
Mlcawber-ltke trait in their character which
induces them to wait for something to turn
up which will gratify their desire for
large roturns unon their investments. The experi¬
ence has been so often repeated of a week or a
month of stringency which has given them, in the
way of Interos:, more than they could earn all the
year round by a permanent investment In paper or
other time loan that they take the chauces of the
frequent recurrence of such periods. The business,
however, Is being done into the ground. The dlver-
aion of loose capital to Wall street 1s so great that
more than sufficient is now offering to all the various
Classes of borrowers whose transactions aro con¬
nected with tho Stock Exchange, neuco wo
And accounts made up every day as early
as two o'clock, and balances seeking employ¬
ment after that hour at low rates or
interest. It Is not within the range of probability
that this ease In the money market will outlast the
period to the new year. But that there will be an

aggravated stringency there is good reason for
aoubt The banks are in a strong position.much
Btronger than they were last year, when they did
not have tho warning df so disastrous a panic to
keep them out of tho stock market. It is a notorious
fact that they were, until within a few weeks, the
chief support of the Wall street speculators; but the
lesson of the recent crisis has taught tiiem to be
more prudent. At the close of business last
night they held twenty millions of dollars in
excess of the legal reserve. One-half to
tUrec-quartcrs of this sum served to meet
the southern and Western demand for currency
during November of laat year. This season we have
already met a large portion of this demand. The
drain has been going quietly anil almost impercepU-
bly. The cotton crop so far ls a hundred thousand
bales in excess of the corresponding period of last
year But the money market has not reflected
the increased receipts of the staple. Again, me
practice of shipping cotton direct from Southern
ports is becoming more wide-spread every year. So
much less money is therefore drawn from New York.
On the other hand, tho grain crop is so much cheaper
in Its entire valuation tnat we shall uot have
to ship as much money westward as
nnnaiiv Were those facis more generally
known and appreciated by the money lenders who
are hanging about the precincts of the Stock
Exchange waiting for an eventuality that may Rive
them extravagant rates or interest, would use their
funds in other channels and stimulate a healthier
tone in the general business and enterprise or ihe
metropolis.

...The weekly statement or the associated banks
submitted on Saturday Is not a favora¬
ble one, but was received without much
comment. There is a loss in reserve of over
two millions, about equally divided between
.pecie and legal tenders. The decrease In specie is
due to the heavy customs payments of the week and
to the shipment of speele to Boston and Philadel¬
phia. The loss In legal tenders reflects the activity
in the movement of the cotton crop, as above
referred to.

THE JAPANESE IN CALIFORNIA.
Tea nml Mulberry Oultl vntlnn.

It will be recollected ttiat lierr beline 1, who had

been for u long time a resident o( Jupau, came to
Ei Dorado couny mow time in June or J:... Issl
iiml made a purchase of some lands at Gold full, for
iiie panose or establishing a Japanese colony, to lie
conducted upon me co-opcrutivQ labor system, aud
for tlic direct purpose of engaging iu ilie culture of
tne tea plant, the oil plant, wax und lnuiiierrv
trees, aud the manufacture of silk. ()u a
receut visit to tuc colour we had the pleasure of
an interview wii.li llerr Selmcll, from whom
w,! learned the desigus of ilio colony, and were
permitted to make a personal inspection of
tne results of the experiments already made. We
are assured that the prospect of the entire success
of his scheme was fully equal to tits most sanguine
expectations. The tea seeds, although plained at

t lie most unseasonable part of the year, gave evi¬
dence' of a thrilty growth and of vigorous hea.th.
It seeins that a large number of seeds planted failed
to germiuate, but tuts It was discovered was owing
to the imperfection of the seeds, by reason of tne
failure of the persons from whom the seeds were
orderei to fnrnish a suillcient uuantity of new and
fresh seeds und which had not been Inspected until
after their arrival lu California, and when it was too
late to remedy the oversight for the present season.
We observed, however, that notwithstanding the
unfavorable season for planting the germinating
seeds were quite numerous and new plants wcra
daily making their appearance.
There are a largo number of mulberry trees that

are perfectly healthy in appearance, and we were
informed by Schnell tlmt the indications were In tne
highest dogroe favorable to ultimate perfection of
growth: that the soil und climate seemed to be well
adapted to the culture of tne mulberry aud tiiu
health and vigor of the silkworm. M.wy of the
mulberry roots, which ut one tune appeared to Ian-
yuisu, are now giving signs of renewed life aad
strength, and there appears to be scarcely a shadow
ot the complete success of the experiment, in this
department, at least.
